The first, Mark 
Freeland, is a Drama of domestic interest, and introduced the veteran 
Rayner, and Miss Mitchell from theUnited States. This young lady’s ap- 
pearance is eminently prepossessing, and she evinces so much talent that 
we shall take another opportunity of noticing her performance. They 
were both called for at the conclusion of the piece. In the new Farce of 
The Artful Dodge, Wild. delighted the audience by his rich comic hu- 
mour. Previous to the rising of the curtain, Baker announced that Mr. 
Brookes having met with an aecident, by which three of his ribs were 
broken, Mr. Turnour had kindly undertaken his part. 

ADELPHI.—The greatest hit of the season was last night made at this 
Theatre in the production of anew Drama, in two acts, entitled Zhe 
Breach of Promise of Marriage, which for cleverness of construction, 
neatness of dialogue, and a happy mixture of mystery and complexity, 
with clearness and precision, has never been equalled at this Theatre. It 
has been adapted by the author of Agnes &¢. Aubin, a Drama, which 
was produced with magnificent success last season. The author has 
avowed the source whence he has derived his piece, to be Scribe’s Comedy 
of La Chaine, but it is by no means a literal translation, for though many 
of the incidents of the original are retained, yet the action has been al- 
tered—we think, improved. The scene is removed to London, where 
Mr. Arthur Amery, (Lyon,) a student of the Royal Academy of Music, 
is busily engaged upon a composition for the Opera House, where it has 
been accepted through the influence of Admiral Lord Starboard, and his 
sister, Lady Louisa Eastland, (Mr. and Mrs. Yates,) the latter of whom 
entertains for the student something more than mere friendship. He is, 
however, betrothed to his pretty cousin, Ellen Firmly, (Miss E. Chaplin, ) 
in whose marriage with Arthur Amery, Lord Starboard, though enter- 
taining a real regard for him, is deeply interested, as a means of thwart- 
ing his sister’s alliance with a man so much beneath her inrank. Lord 
Starboard, therefore, prevails upon the rich old uncle of Ellen Firmly, 
(Wilkinson, ) to bestow his niece and a handsome fortune on the young 
student, who, poised between vanity and love, has not the courage to make 
his election until all subsrtefuge is prevented byLady Eastland’s voluntary 
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renunciation of a man, who, entertaining no ardent affection for her, yet 
led her to hope that his heart was free to her impression. This is buta 
slender outline of a sterling piece, which requires to be seen to be pro- 
perly appreciated. Itis one of those Dramas, whose very interest con-. 
sists in the unity of its design, and well repays that close attention, with- 
out which, indeed, its ingenious construction cannot properly be estimated. 
It is not a brainless attempt to make a few startling and unnatural points 
to elicit undeserved applause, but isan easy, natural, and refreshing pro- 
duction, and credit to its author, whoever he may be. We shall speak of 
the acting in a future number. When Mr. Yates appeared to give out 
the Drama for every evening, there was one continuous burst of ap- 
proval.
